Davis \V. Henderson bad formulated

These 
blanks have .been approved by the 
court and will supersede the various. 
blanks upon which justices have in the 
past made their returns. The uniform 
blank will be much better than the old 
forma, since it will be easier handled,

years. There is not a homicide case on 
the list which is som< thinjr unusual in 
this county, nor is th-'re a.ny case that 
may be considered a-nong the higher 
Blades of violent crime.
